Free to party, but not too hard 


They have reason to celebrate at 
the Rev these days, but if they 
know what's good for them, they 
won't be celebrating too much. 

The Rev, Lush and Therapy, 
three nightclubs that share a build- 
ing in the downtown core, were 
given a new lease on life after the 
city nearly refused to renew their 
business licences. In the end, how- 
ever, the licences were renewed, 
but will be subjected to a review in 
three months time. If they can 
prove that their patrons are law- 
abiding, polite and orderly at clos- 
ing time, they'll be allowed to con- 
tinue doing business. 

It was a close call. After a dozen 
years of various nightclubs operat- 
ing there without a single com-

Anyone who saw both front pages was left wonder 
ing how on earth the two papers could have been so 
far apart. Interestingly, both carried numbers that 
could have been highly inflated. The Jowrnal’s figure 
was taken from a press release issued by authorities at 
6:45 p.m. Saturday, before the dust had settled. As for 
the Sun, well, you be the judge. 

Here are the numbers provided by a member of Red 
Deer’s local media. When the spill occurred, about 550 
people were ordered to evacuate, while another 1,500 
were warned by authorities. Only about 550 reported 
to the Red Cross reception centre at Red Deer College 
(others might have checked into a hotel or stayed with 
friends). The only way anyone could have drawn the 
conclusion that the Sun reached was through a map of 
the evacuation area released by authorities, but even 
then, said our media guy, “which at the outer stretches 
of your imagination could contain 5,000 people, dogs, 
cats, goldfish, etc.”

In just 
e about any other part of Alberta, 
his nomination as the Tory can- 
didate in the next provincial elec- 
tion would have been a ticket to 
the gravy train. 

After all, Ralphie and Co. could 
hardly be in a better position, what 
with the economy bursting at the 
seams, the provincial debt about 
to be cleaved in half and what 
passes in this province for an 
opposition still trying to figure out 
what the issues are. In all likeli- 
hood, the Conservatives will 
increase their majority in the legis- 
lature, and most rookie Tory can- 
didates are already shopping for 
new Office furniture. 

Except Logan. He has the mis- 
fortune of running for office in 
Strathcona, deep in the heart of

Redmonton. His main opponent: 
incumbent NDP leader Raj Pannu, 
aman SEE readers once voted the 
city’s top candidate for sainthood. 
Pannu beat out Logan by fewer 
than 200 votes in 1996, a result 
encouraging enough for Logan to 
give it another shot this year. 

Logan is not your garden variety 
Tory, a fact that he is quick to 
point out. For starters, he won't 
stoop to the Klein-esque technique 
of dismissing anyone with left- 
leaning politics as a pipe-dreaming 
commie. In fact, trying to coax 
even the slightest criticism of 
Pannu’s record proves to be a 
monumental task. 

“God bless the incumbent,” 
Logan said over coffee at Remedy 
on 109 Street. “Raj is working on 
the global picture, but I think the 
citizens of this area need some- 
body to champion the local, on- 
the-ground issues.” 

That's about as nasty as he’s 
willing to get at this point. 

But what sets Logan even fur- 
ther apart from his fellow 
Conservatives is his view on arts 
and culture — he likes it. Logan is 
a musician himself. A drummer, to 
be precise. While the Tories have a 
virtual lock on votes in rural 
Alberta, Logan hopes his “beat 
farmer” pedigree will resonate 
with the electorate in the city’s 
arts and entertainment epicentre. 

He’s an ardent environmentalist 
and has fought rampant develop- 
ment, two positions which are vir- 
tually antithetical to Tory doctrine. 
In fact, when he campaigned in the 
1996 election he was asked at a 
public meeting how it felt to be the 
only Jewish member of the Nazi 
party. 

Logan has a plan for the arts in 
Alberta. He thinks that in the long 
run government should spend one 
per cent of its total budget on cul- 
ture, or about $180 million a year. 
Pitching that to Tory fiscal hawks 
sounds like a quixotic waste of 
time, but his plan is to sell the idea

BY MARGARET MacPHERSON 
ross the boards of the 
A: itadel’s Maclab stage a little 
life is danced, a minor struggle 
ensues — medical science versus 
Death — before the brief candle is 
extinguished and the stage emp- 
tied. This is Pulitzer Prize Winner 
Wit, the most powerful piece of 
drama written in 1999 and the 
strongest, most provocative show 
to grace the Citadel’s stages this 
season. 

Punctuating the potent words of 
playwright Margaret Edson, is 
Canada’s highly distinguished 
actor Martha Henry and after see- 
ing her performance, it would be 
difficult to imagine anyone else in 
the role of Dr. Vivian Bearing, 
English literature scholar and 
ovarian cancer patient. 

Henry is remarkable. She actual- 
ly seems to physically diminish 
before our eyes as life and breath 
ebbs from her character, an eru- 
dite and authoritarian woman, 
firmly in possession of everything 
but her health. In two short hours

we literally watch someone die. 
Yet Wit is so much more than a 
prolonged death scene and the 
persona of PhD endowed Dr. 
Vivian Bearing so much more than 
an unfortunate cancer victim. 
Within the script are the mus- 
ings of an academic reduced to the 
most basic components of “fluid 
input and output” during aggres 
sive chemotherapy. Questions 
about faith, afterlife, damnation 
and something David Storch, who 
plays tough-minded research 
intern Jason Posner, calls “salva- 
tion anxiety” are pondered and 
become highly personal as 
Bearing’s field of study, the Holy 
Sonnets of John Donne, are dis- 
sected and analyzed in a self- 
imposed and seemingly harsh ret- 
rospective of her teaching career. 
Director Diana LeBlance is care- 
ful to contrast both the dehuman- 
izing process of pure medical 
research with Bearing’s own soli- 
tary academic work. The disparity 
between art and science is closed 
as Bearing begins to realize how 


few human relationships she has 
forged with her students or col- 
leagues and how she has substitut- 
ed instead pure poetry analysis 
and the intellectual anatomizing of 
the written word. 

We witness Bearing, alone in her 
hospital gown, centre stage, 
bathed in a single spotlight, wax- 
ing eloquent about the placement 
of a semicolon in Donne's famed 
poem Death Be Not Proud while 
around her hospital activities buzz 
and blur. She seems oblivious to 
the wheelchairs , hospital 
beds, examination tables, charts 
and defibrillators flying about the 
stage, illustrating her ability to 
remove herself the mundane 
necessities and pedestrian pursuits 
of those whose job is sustaining 
physical life. 

This play is an intelligent work 
of the imagination and, like the 
puzzling Holy Sonnets of 17th cen- 
tury poet John Donne, which 
Bearing racterizes as the ulti- 
mate in wit, the play offers no pat 
answers to life’s big questions of 
Death and God. In the jargon of 
the strict academic, Bearing real- 
iz it is “a mere comma, the 
slightest pause, that separates life 
from death.”

any kind of a stretch. She's firmly 
in the camp that believes Moliere 
wasn't a big believer in the classi- 
eal “fourth wall” (the subjective 
division between the players and 
the audience). Not to mention that 
she also firmly believes that it’s far 
more engaging when actors pur- 
posefully keep the audience in 
mind while they are playing. 

“On a personal level, I hate 
being outside of a play when | 
attend the theatre,” she continues. 
“Moliére was an actor and wrote 
his plays because he had some- 
thing to say and believed that the 
audience was smart enough to get 
what he was saying. It’s that three- 
way partnership — author, actor 
and audience — that makes the 
theatre work.”

“I like the fact that we aren't tak- 
ing the audience for granted in this 
show,” says Hodder, who also 
jokes that he’s happy not to be 
wearing a dress in this production, 
having débuted with the theatre as 
the cross-dressing Luc in The 
Orphan Muses. 

Borotsik agrees with her acting 
cohort in the enjoyment involved 
with the all-out acting called for by 
the production and adds that she 
also enjoys the freedom of having 
access to the translators. 

Chevrier again goes a step fur- 
ther. While the original text is 
always front and centre in her 
mind, she has often turned to 
Lemoine and Belke and asked that 
they tweak the text if the actors 
are unduly stumbling. 

The director doesn’t think the- 
atre always travels very well and 
she’s better off working with two 
translators who understand the 
desires of an Edmonton audience

Our shameful past 


Opera explores Canada’s history of slavery

hile it may seem a stretch, 22- 
Wseaecra soprano Measha 

Gosman sees quite a bit of 
similarity between herself and the 
titular role of Beatrice Chancy she 
portrays in the brand-new Canad- 
ian opera by the Queen of Pudding 
Music Theatre. 

“I really connected to the work, 
not-so much on the race issue, but certainly resonat- 
ing with the mindset of a young, naive woman who 
wants to be the very best she can be and is betrayed 
by people along the way,” Gosman notes, of the tragic 
protagonist's story, a tale penned by George Elliot 
Clarke (based on his book of the same name) and put 
to music by James Rolfe. 

The Edmonton production — the show’s Western 
Canadian premiére — is jointly presented by the 
Edmonton Opera and the Citadel Theatre and runs 
Feb. 8, 10, 11 and 13 on the Citadel’s Shoctor Stage. 
This production, as was its Toronto premiere, is 
directed by the Edmonton Opera’s artistic director 
Michael Cavanagh. 

Of course, naive youthful ambition and Atlantic 
Canadian roots are pretty much all the two Afro- 
Canadian women really have in common. Set in Nova 
Scotia’s Annapolis Valley in 1801, the opera tells the 
sad story of a young woman, the daughter of a white 
slave master and an enslaved woman, deciding after a 
stint in university that she wants to return home and 
marry a fellow slave. 

This totally outrages her master and father, Francis 
Chancy (sung by Gregory Dahl), who mercilessly 
beats and rapes his shocked daughter. Francis is then 
in turn brutally murdered by Beatrice and his wife.

my history, but my own upbringing 
was very raceless,” explains 
Gosman, a University of Toronto 
graduate who’s currently studying 
concert singing and oratorio in 
Germany. 

Nor was her family anywhere 
near as dysfunctional as 
Beatrice’s. In fact, her father and 
mother were big opera buffs who went out of their 
way to “break the cycle” of historical racism and 
helped Gosman to go as far as she has in the rarified 
opera world. 

Yet, despite her own positive race experiences in 
Fredericton, Gosman is quick to note that Canadians 
have to address our nation’s negative race history as a 
whole. 

“Some of that history isn’t very pretty and there is a 
natural snobbery in regards to slavery and racism as 
opposed to the U.S., but Canada had slavery long 
after some parts of America had abolished it.” 

In fact, Canada’s push-pull attitude towards race is 
reflected in Beatrice’s desire to play “all the various 
sides” of the different characters that surround her. 
“Beatrice is pulled from all over and yet, for example, 
she both preys on and pities Lustra Chancy (played by 
Lori Klassen).” 

Gosman is thrilled to be part of such a powerful, 
modern Canadian work (sung in English), and equally 
pleased to work with Rolfe and Cavanagh. 

“Rolfe is very friendly to the musicians and singers 
while at the same time writing very good music,” she 
concludes. “There’s also such a great connection to 
the text. You can practically eat the words in this pro- 
duction.”

inger/songwriter Wendy 
Gaiesei is willing to go that 

extra mile for your entertain- 
ment dollar. For her upcoming CD 
release this Sunday at the Yardbird 
Suite, McNeill will not only be per- 
forming the songs that have gar- 
nered her a reputation as one of 
this city’s finest performers, but 
she'll also be dragging along the 
musicians that backed her up on 
her latest release. Entitled What’s 
Your Whiskey, Baby?, the album 
boasts performances by bassist 
Mike Lent (who also produced), 
Lyle Molzan on drums, Brett Miles 
on saxophone, and Lester Quitzau 
on dobro, to name just a few of the 
stellar supporting cast. 

Along with McNeill and guests 
there will be belly dancers, a photo 
exhibit by Stephanie Johnson 
(who is also responsible for the 
striking photography on the 
album), and a modern dance piece 
performed as a duet between 
McNeill and dancer Toni Olivares.

with songs like Come Sail Away, 
Renegade, Too Much Time on My 
Hands and the gajillion-selling 
slushball, Babe.

n the fall of 1997, 1 fulfilled a life- 
long dream and became a volun- 

teer in Nepal. For the first five 
weeks I lived 2,850 metres above 
sea level in the tiny village of 

Lukla. Located along the trekking 
route to Mount Everest, Lukla is 
known for its air strip, constructed 
by Sir Edmund Hillary in 1964 to 
bring supplies to Base Camp. 

I was expecting to be an English 
teacher at a high school, but that 
prospect vapourized when the 
school closed for eight weeks of 
holidays. After my first week of 
torturous boredom, the director of 
Lukla’s monastery visited me. He 
explained their English teacher 
was in Kathmandu and they need- 
ed a temporary replacement. So, 
for 1-1/2 hours each day I became 
teacher to 15 monks ranging in age 
from three to 30. 

I gained an immediate respect 
for teachers everywhere. I discov- 
ered the monks could not properly 
pronounce letters in the alphabet. 
Mispronouncing the letters of the 
words they tried to spell, they also 
had no idea of their meaning. 
Further complicating matters was 
the fact that I spoke no Nepali. My 
phrase book was little help 
because my students spoke a local 
Sherpa dialect. 

Desperate for a homework 
assignment in the second week, I 
announced that for next class they 
should bring five English words of 
which they did not know the 
meaning. After repeating the 
assignment about five different 
ways, they seemed to understand 
me and I went home feeling satis- 
fied. 

‘I asked if anyone had five 
English words and every hand in 
the room shot up. I realized some- 
thing was up. My oldest student 
bobbed up and down in his chair, 
barely able to contain himself, so I 
asked him to come forward and 
show me his list. In his scribbler 
were the words: skeleton, vein, 
vagina, womb, blood.

I turned my back to the class 
and tried to contain my laughter. I 
asked the student where he got 
these words and he proudly 
replied, “from a book in my 
willage.” I quickly scanned every- 
one’s lists and found word varia- 
tions such as “breast” and “nipple” 
and concluded they had all used 
the same book to do their 
research. I called their bluff. 

Next to the blackboard hung 
two posters, one of the human 
skeleton and the other detailing 
the respiratory system.

Pointing in the general 
area on the poster, I declared that 
both womb and vagina were the 
same thing. The monks replied 
with a chorus of “Nooooooo,” indi- 
cating that perhaps they came with 
a list of five English words of 
which they DID know the mean- 
ing. “Yes!” I cried — they were 
monks, not gynecologists. 

They upped the ante and 
requested the meaning of “nipple.” 
I went to the blackboard and drew 

























a baby’s bottle with a nippie 
“Nipple!” I exclaimed and they oj 
gled another reply of “Nooooo sold 
I declared I was correct and aske 
for the next word. They pulled oy, 
their trump card and requ sted 
“breast.” 

In a moment of divine inspira.

Frank Herbert’s spiceworld is rendered flat and bland 


BY MINISTER FAUST 
o, Dune fan, you've salivated 
at the thought of all 4-1/2 
hours of Frank Herbert's 
Dune, latest screen version of 
what is arguably the finest SF 
novel ever, and even though we 
don’t get Sci-Fi Channel, the 
mini-series is here on videotape. 
So, was it worth the weight? 
Sadly... 
For those who don’t know, the story is a futuris- 
tic allegory of the Arab Revolt familiar to most 
through the film Lawrence of Arabia. Instead of 
First World War British officer, genius and adven- 
turer T.E. Lawrence leading a vanguard of Arabs 
against the genocidai Turks, Paul of the powerful 
House Atreides leads the Fremen against vicious 
House Harkonnen. At the centre is the most valu- 
able commodity in the universe, combining the 
powers and wealth of petroleum, heroin and the 
Internet: the spice. It cannot be made, but mined 
only on the most dangerous world in the universe, 
the desert planet Arrakis. Paul becomes the 
yearned-for messiah of the Fremen and the centre 
of their fanatical cult seeking ecological salvation 
and galactic vengeance. 
Trying to bring all that to the screen is damn near 
impossible and early series profiles suggested 
writer/director John Harrison was bent on being as 
faithful to the novel as possible. Admirable inten- 
tion, but inconsistently applied and his changes are 
rarely daring so much as baffling. Alec Newman as 
Paul is uncharacteristically petulant and bratty and 
shockingly big; neither Harrison nor predecessor 
David Lynch (1984's Dune) bothers to acknowledge 
that Paul is a small 15-year-old and therefore espe- 
¢elally shocking as a Harry Potter/Osama bin-Laden. 
' Galactie Princess Irulan has become ‘a space- 
vixen who attempts to woo both Paul and his oppo- 
site number Feyd-Rautha Harkonnen. Worse still 
are the Fremen, living openly in the sunlight and 
running around without stillsuits, all contrary to the 
novel and who, like the rest of the cast, are all 
white. 
Their costumes, like the entire production, sug-

book as immersed in werld cultures and “the Other”

as is Dune, this Eurocentric 
myopia is irritating; the Fremen 
dress and sound like medieval 
Anglo-Slavic peasants, not the 
Zensunni (Afro-Asiatic, 
Buddhist-Muslim) warriors they 
and their highly Arabic janguage 
suggests. 

The abundance of Czech 
accents is due to the series being 
shot in the Czech Republic, 

which creates another massive drawback: claustro- 
phobic cinematography because of the absence of 
desert. All outdoor scenes seem to have deen shot 
in-studio and it’s painfully obvious. No sky, no sun- 
light. You can’t fake the minutiae of sunlight on 
open land, especially in the desert. 

But the most crippling problem is a nearly total 
lack of passion, the kind of committed, quirky, 
breathy, even over-the-top intensity that David 
Lynch's very flawed Dune nevertheless possesses in 
spades. It was rich in verisimilitude — in the pre- 
ciousness of water in the day-to-day sequences, in 
the subtlety of activity, in the inserts (as with 
Lynch's waterbottle-filling sequences). 

But this version is too full of dialogue. Little of 
the story is told through pictures, body-language or 
facial expression alone — necessary ingredients in 
film. 

There are strengths: Liet-Kynes, Chani and 
Gurney are all played. wonderfully; Baron 
Harkonnen is given wonderful rhyming couplets; 
Arakeen is revealed as the teeming city that it is 
with a wonderful train-ride through the neighbour-_ 
hoods that convey culture and place. The silent 
space scenes are breathtaking, as is the Guild navi- 
gator; the moth-like ornithopters are exquisite, the 
monstrous sandworms are superb and some action 
scenes are exciting. 

But overall the performances, the music, the pho- 
tography and the pace are passionless and at 270 
minutes, the film is ponderous. 

The best film version of Dune remains David 
Lean’s Lawrence of Arabia. If you're a Dune fan, 
see this film. Its intensity and especially its triply- 
bitter ending sings with the truth that Herbert 
embodied in his brilliant novel. This series sings 
hardly at all,

All the Pretty Horses 

Billy Bob Thornton’s latest film 
is an honest, intermittently 
admirable effort at a full scale, old- 
school Western and the film is a 
reminder as to just how good the 
results can look. But a great 
Western needs more than just pret- 
ty scenery.

Picking up the pieces of a life four 
years after he was presumed dead 
should have been a powerful expe- 
rience, but in director Robert 
Zemeckis’s hands it’s reduced to 
banality. Cast Away is intermit- 
tently entertaining and briefly 
moving, but it offers far less than 
advertised. ** 1/2 (KW) 


Chocolat
